was notified of the strange di.sapix 'ar* 
anee of Lieutenant J . C. Gilmore and 14 
nu'iiilMirs of the ert'w of the I nit« '« ! 
States gunboat Yorktown. On Saturday 
la.'^t the Y'orktowii ■aiiehon d off Baler, 
on the ('ast coast of th« ' Island of Luzon 
ami about 20 D niib-s from lu'r« -, wh« *n' 
ilu*re was a Spanish garrison of about 
5 0 
men which had be*'ii defending itsi-lf 
against scv« 'ral hundr« -d Irilipinos for 
'Honths past. 
Li« utenant Gilmor« ', Ensign \V. H. 
Stamlb'y and a Iniat’s cr« -w were st'iit up 
the river fnim Baler bay to com muni­ 
cate with the Spaniards, the town ot 
Baler being situated some distance in- 
lam I. 
Ensign Standley, who laiuh-d at 
Die mouth of the river, reports that h« ' 
•leard three volleys, a bugle call and 
‘beers fr« im up the river, but that the 
uitoinatic guii, which was part of the 
'‘(]uipment of th« * boat, w as not heard 
inng. 
Standley later paddled to the 
forktown ill a canoe. 
A search was made for the Yorktown s 
•)oat and her crew, but no trace of th« 'in 
,vas found, and the Y'orktowu sailed tor 
'loilo, from which place her eammandcr 
ibb'd to Admiral Dewey his theones 
iiat th« ‘ Fhilipinos had captur'd or 
aink the boat, or that the Spaniards had 
csciu'd th« ' American party. 
A .-coating party of American troops

ested the prosecution in the trial of ex- 
United States Senator Quay for con­ 
spiracy closed its ease after nine days 
full of argument, clashes of counsel and 
testimony largely of an expert nature. 
The general expression of opinion had 
been that the trial would drag through 
many more days, and when District At­ 
torney Rothermol announced that he 
had concluded there were expressions of 
surprise from all parts of the court room. 
The end came about an hour before 
the usual hour of adjournment, Wednes­ 
day, and after a brief 
consultation 
among counsel for the defence and 
Judge Biddle, the* latter 
adjourned 
court until today iii order that Mr. 
Quay 's lawyers might have time to con­ 
sider what steps they should take with 
respect to the presentation of their sid“. 
It is stated that the question of entering 
demurrers to the prosecution s evidence 
or proceeding with the taking of testi­ 
mony would he decided by the defence’s 
counsel last night. 
From the evidence 
already presented, it was apparently 
evident that the commonwealth de­ 
pended largely for conviction upon the 
the testimony of its expert, Meyer Gold­ 
smith, as to ids interpretation rf of the 
accounts in the “ Red book” and other 
books of the People’ii bank, and upon the 
jury’s opinion of the books, papers, let­ 
ters, telegrams and cheeks offered in 
evidence. 
As to what extent the testimony of 
the defence’s expert, should 
he 
tx* 
called, may offset Mr. Goldsmith’s testi­ 
mony remained to he seen. The con­ 
tention of the defence in argument and 
cross-examination had been that the cal­ 
culations of Mr. Goldsmith were not 
borne out by the books, but, on tin' 
other hand, showed that Mr. Quay did 
not use state money nor receive interest 
on state deposits, and that whatever 
loans he received were made in the cus­ 
tomary manner and backed by sufficient 
collateral. 
Mr. Goldsmith's cross-examination 
was concluded aud redirect examina­ 
tion was begun by Mr. Rothermel, 
Wednesday. 
The points brought out 
by him were that the cash account and 
interest account of the hank were de­ 
ficient by the omission of certain sums 
received as interest; that it was cus­ 
tomary to designate call loans by initials 
instead of names. 
Upon the question 
of Mr. Quay’s balances iii the deposit 
account from May, 1896, to October, 
1897, Mr. Goldsmith said: 
“In 1896, on June 23, the balance was 
#2.56; on Nov. 24, #2,777.66; on Nov. 28, 
again #2.56; in 1897, on Jan. 7, 50 cents; 
on Oct. 26, #10.000.50; and on Oct. 27, 
50 cents, at which it remained till the 
end of the month, Those are all the 
variations from April 30, 1896, to Oct. 
31. 1897.” 
Director of the Mint Henry K. Boyer 
was on the stand aud after testifying to 
paying interest on October, 1897, on a 
call loan, asked permission to made a 
statement in reply to the district attor­ 
ney’s allegations in the course of the 
testimony that he received interest on 
state money while state treasurer, from 
May, 1889, to May, 1891. His request 
was uot allowed, but the court stated 
all records of replies to those questions 
were stricken out under the court’s ru l­ 
ing.

Anoil 
painting of Jefferson was placed before 
the table of the guests of honor, and 
Chairman Walker began the speaking.

They were given.

one called for three cheers for the people.

I t was formerly thought th a t an egg 
m ust he safe eating w hatever the hut 
roundings, since its shell covered com­ 
pletely the part eaten, but it has now 
been shown unm istakably th at germs of 
disease can even find their way through 
an eggshell. 
For instance, the typhus 
bacillus and the cholera bacillus have 
both been found to m ake their way 
through an unbroken eggshell in about 
16 hours and locate themselves iii the 
n u trie n t contents. 
This is a clear indication, therefore, 
th a t the greatest care should bo exer­ 
cised in the storage and handling of 
eggs, since they m ay thus be made ve­ 
hicles for most deadly poisons. 
Doubt­ 
less the im m unity from such evils which 
we enjoy in our use of eggs as food is 
due to the fact th a t we generally cook 
them in a high tem perature before we 
eat them and thus deal death to the 
germ s and safety to ourselves.—Good 
Words.

I fell on tie 
ice in 1878 and broke off my left funny 
bone. It hurt, but I did not know what 
had happened for months, and then Dr 
Henry Fish of Fargo told me. 
It was 
too late to do anything then except ex­ 
ercise to bring my muscles into condi 
tion. 
“ A new development set in then, and 
the lower part of my forearm became 
flat, while the upper muscles developed. 
At present I can pull or lift as much 
with that arm as I could at any time, 
but I cannot strike or push with it and 
cannot exert downward pressure with 
it at all, unless I hold my arm rigid 
and put the weight of my body upon it. 
I can scarcely hold a sheet of paper 
upon my desk, and for fully 12 months 
I could not use my left arm at a1!. Per­ 
haps it was because I did not have 
surgical attention soon enough.

For instance, the typhus 
bacillus and the cholera bacillus have 
both been found to make their way 
through an unbroken eggshell in about 
16 hours and locate themselves in the 
nutrient contents. 
This is a clear indication, therefore, 
that the greatest care should be exer­ 
cised in the storage and handling of 
eggs, since they may thus be made ve­ 
hicles for most deadly poisons.

less the immunity from such evils which 
we enjoy in oar nse of eggs as food is 
due to the fact that we generally cook 
them in a high temperature before we 
eat them and thus deal death to the 
germs and safety to ourselves.—Good 
Words.
